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What 1918 Has Done to the 40-Pound List

ago that Valdessa Scott 2d, that big, black handsome 

daughter of Agatha Netherland Pietertje, knee deep 
in the bluegrass pastures of New Jersey, without serious 
mishap to herself, but in the words of the ones prone to 
belittle any championship performance, “accidentally” 
made the first 40-pound record credited to the Holstein 
breed. 

Many animals had dangerously crowded the mark for 
two or three years previous and it was pretty generally 
understood that “she must come”; but when the news 
of the performance of Valdessa Scott 2d was flashed to 
the public, it seemed almost unbelievable and by many 
was regarded as “the limit” for time to come. But the 
natural course of events, seemingly, would not have it 
thus. Scarcely months had passed, much less years, when 
Johanna De Kol Van Beers came across with another 40- 
pound record, only to be followed within the next few 
months by K. P. Pontiac Lass with her record smashing 
performance of 44.18 pounds, which record stood for a 
world’s record in the 40-pound full-aged class for a longer 
period than has any since that time or previous to it. 
Thus, at the close of the fiscal year 1912-1913, we find 
three “impossible” cows. 

The “high water” mark passed through 1913-1914 
unchallenged, for, strange as it may seem, not a _ single 
cow made a 40-pound record during that season. 

The next year, Sadie Vale (Concordia 4th, a daughter 
of the first 30-pound cow of the breed, made her 41- 
pound record and Mabel Segis Korndyke became the 
world’s champion junior four-year-old with her record of 
40.32 pounds, giving the breed credit for five 40-pound 
cows at the close of the year 1914-1915.

increase of three and of the three, two were world’s cham- 
pions. Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie upset all previous 
records by making 44.42 pounds butter from over 
pounds milk and became champion of the full-aged class, 
while Lady Pontiac Johanna, a mere youngster, at 3 
years 6 months, made 41.81 pounds butter from almost 
700 pounds of milk. Though New Jersey developed the 
first two 40-pound cows, it was not until the close of the 
year 1915-1916 that any one farm could lay claim to the de- 
velopment of more than one 40-pound cow, this honor 
going to Pine Grove Farms. 

However, during the year 1916-1917 we discover 40- 
pound records being turned off at a decidedly different 
pace. There was developed during that season more 
than four times the number brought out any previous 
year and a total greater than the entire number developed 
up to that time. Thirteen of these remarkable records 
were admitted to Advanced Registry and new champions 
were placed in each of the three older classes. Segis 
Fayne Johanna startled the world with her record of 
50.68 pounds; Fancher Farm Maxie became champion in 
the senior four-year-old class with 46.86 pounds, and Wan- 
dermeere Belle Hengerveld captured the junior four-year- 
old class with her showing of 42.62 pounds. 

Therefore, at the close of the season for 1917 we find 
21 cows producing above 40 pounds, and within the short 
space of five years after Valdessa had achieved the 
seemingly impossible. ; 

It is, however, the development of 40-pound cows 
during the past six months we wish to mention. After 
the close of the fiscal year in May of 1917, the months 
slipped along until the turn of the New Year without a 
sign of a 40-pound cow. Since then, however, all lost time 
has been creditably made up. As many 40-pound cows

We refer to Tilly 
Alcartra, the California state champion and champion 
long distance cow of the world over all ages and breeds, 
Here was a cow that had been officially tested for every 
lactation period since her first calving and had also been 
carried semi-officially each year. She had become better 
known through the fact she was the first cow to pass the 
30,000-pound mark for a year, and her trying strain under 
so many official and semi-official tests prompted us to little 
expect her t- get into this coveted list; but she did, and 
she did it as she always does—she gave the milk. Her 
production of 40.08 pounds butter from 729.1 pounds’ milk 
is the largest ever made in the state of California and 
gives to her the credit of being the only 30,000-pound cow 
in the world to make over 40 pounds butter in seven days. 
Tilly Alcartra has in five years produced over 123,000 
pounds of milk or 31,000 pounds more than any Jersey 
that ever lived has produced in seven years, or in other 
words, her margin of excess is almost twice the sum pro- 
duced by the best Jersey in the world in one year’s time. 
She was bred in the herd of McKay Brothers of Iowa and 
has for a sire a son of the widely famous cow, Alcartra 
Polkadot.

sixth largest record cow in the world. Niva Kalmuck, 
bred, born, raised and developed in the Friesland Farms 
herd of B. B. Davis, was the twenty-sixth cow to enter 
the honor roll with her remarkable showing of 45.24 
pounds butter which was the second largest record of the 
year, the fifth largest in the full-aged, and sixth over all 
ages at the time. Niva Kalmuck was sired by Kalmuck 
Skylark Johanna, a bull bred by the University of Ne- 
braska and having for a dam the great cow, Katy Gerben. 
New York proved the camping ground of the next 
40-pound heifer that was also to become champion in her 
class and one of the most uniquely bred heifers of the 
breed. Rag Apple Korndyke Pontiac, another product 
of Pine Grove development, and bred by the late E. H. 
Dollar, with her almost unbelievable production of 42.45 
pounds butter from 665.5 pounds milk as a mere senior 
three-year-old, drove the mark almost above the previous 
figures of her stable mate, Lady Pontiac Johanna. The 
fact this heifer is so intensely inbred in the blood of Pon- 
tiac Korndyke serves to add interest in her record. She 
is sired by Rag Apple Korndyke 8th that is himself by 
a sire carrying 75 per cent of the blood of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke and from a dam bred in the same way, thus giving 
her sire 75 per cent of the blood of Pontiac Korndyke. 
The dam of Rag Apple Korndyke Pontiac is by Pontiac 
Korndyke, the second dam by a son of Pontiac Korndyke, 
and the third dam again by Pontiac Korndyke, thus 
iving her no less than seven crosses of Pontiac Korndyke 
in the first five generations.

Tietje Queen De Kol 2d now 
has two records that average over 37 pounds butter as a 
four-year-old which cannot be equaled by any other cow 
in the world at the same age. She is a full sister to Glen 
Alex Queen De Kol with over 42 pounds as a two-year- 
old and she has the honor of being the only 43-pound cow 
in the world with a 40-pound full sister while her dam 
enjoys the distinction of being the only cow in the world 
with two 40-pound daughters. She was bred by W. L. 
Keyes of Deerfield, N. Y., and is owned by Mr. Howe in 
whose herd she made her record. 

King of the Pontiacs gets his third 40-pound daughter 
in Idleaze Pontiac Lass, the thirty-third 40-pound cow 
of the breed. This great animal at the age of 4 years 
10 months, made 42.48 pounds butter from 715.5 pounds 
milk. She is a full sister to K. P. Pelham De Kol that 
very recently made over 31 pounds, they having as a 
dam, Pelham De Kol Urma with 30.40 pounds. With 
this marvelous production she takes third place among the 
leaders of her class and second place among the 240 
tested daughters of her sire. She was bred by Stevens 
Brothers Co. of Liverpool, who have bred all the 40- 
pound daughters of King of the Pontiacs, and is now 
owned by J. W. Vaughan of St. Johnsville, N. Y., where 
she made her record.

pound daughters within one fiscal year; we find the only 
time in the history of the breed that a sire, his son and 
grandson, have each produced one or more 40-pound 
daughters; we find the only time in history; a 47-pound 
daughter of the only 50-pound cow; the only time in his- 
tory when an animal has made two records averaging 
over 36 pounds before reaching the age of four and one- 
half years; the only time when a 43-pound cow could 
claim a 42-pound full sister and the only time when a cow 
could claim two 40-pound daughters. 

Ten of the 14 40-pound cows were bred in New 
York state, while New Jersey, Minnesota, Iowa and Ne- 
braska each claim one of the remaining four. But one 
sire is credited with more than one and that, Pontiac 
Korndyke, with two.

Holsteins Strongly Entrenched 


By D. D. Aitken, President of the Association 
sf ie are asking me for a brief expression regarding the outlook for the 
reed. 


In my judgment, the Holstein-Friesian breeders were never in as 
strong a position before the public as at the present time; the animals they 
stand for have made good and the public knows it. The products of the dairy 
cow are more appreciated than ever before because the public is beginning to 
know the value of them, and when the value is fully realized it will be impos- 
sible for years to produce a supply equal to the demand for dairy products, | 
feel, therefore, that the Holstein-Friesian breeders have much to congratulate 
themselves for and have much on which to build hopes for prosperity in the 


I believe now, as I always have, that one of the weak features of our Hol- 
stein-Friesian industry is the viewpoint taken by a great many breeders of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle. They forget that they are Holstein-Friesian breeders 
and seem to feel that they are simply dairymen whose time is devoted exclu- 
sively to the production of milk, butter or cheese, while my idea is that a 
Holstein-Friesian breeder should consider first the offspring of his animals 
and the raising of Holstein-Friesian cattle, and that the milk, butter and 
cheese should be an incident to his business; in other words, a by-product. 

The breeders of Shorthorns, Aberdeen-Angus or Herefords do not get 


any milk to sell. They rely entirely upon the breeding of animals to replenish their herds, to sell the calves, and con- 


sider that the business, because they have no by-product. 


If our Holstein-Friesian breeders will realize that their profit 


must be received from the sale of animals and that they must be well grown and a credit to the breed as individuals, 
there will be no question about the future. Think of a business, the by-products of which will pay the entire operating 
expenses. You may take any good herd of registered Holstein-Friesian cows and milk, the by-product, will pay for the 
grain and take care of the animals; the breeder has his profit—the increase from his herd. We know this, else there 


would be no grade herds producing milk. 


There is no other industry under the sun where such a condition obtains; there is absolutely no other industry any-

where which under ordinary, reasonable management is more certain to. bring 
success than the breeding of Holstein-Friesian cattle for sale, and unless all 
signs fail, there will not be half enough to supply the demand during the 
next few years until a great increase in the production of dairy cows can be 
brought about. 


The Holstein-Friesian Outlook

ness to hold on and bide his time, I can not see how the outlook for the 

Holstein-Friesian breed can appear other than most favorable. With the 
world at war, causing such a dislocation of prices as has never before been 
known, and with prices for dairy products not in. proportion with those of 
grain, the present situation of the dairy industry is more or less discouraging 
to dairymen and the breeders of dairy cattle. But sooner or later this awful 
scourge of war must come to a victorious end; and the meeting of the present 
unsatisfactory condition is*a part of the sacrifice dairymen must make in 
doing their bit. 


When the war does end, the present situation will be reversed, and dairy 
cattle and dairy products will occupy a much stronger relative position than 
will grain. A normal grain supply can quickly be attained; but to replace 
livestock will take years of effort. My word to Holstein breeders is to go right 
on with the improvement of their herds and of the breed by culling out the 
undesirables whenever found and sending them to the block, and by strength- 
ening their herds when weak by judicious buying, thus keeping in a position 
to supply desirable stock to each other and for new herds, and at the same time 
furnish bulls for the improvement of the common and grade dairy stock. Con- 
fidence in the country, in the breed, and in the future, will keep the Holstein 
wheels turning just as in the past.

will back me up as the future unfolds; at any rate I am playing the game along 
this line and believe that a careful study of conditions in the dairy world today 
will justify my judgment. ; 

We are facing unusual conditions, I admit; conditions that have raised 
feed and labor to an extreme cost and very hard to get at any price; condi- 
tions so unsettled that it keeps a man very close to the job. But isn’t it up to 
us to face these problems at this time in a determined rather than in a weak- 
kneed fashion? In what way can we “do our bit” with more far-reaching effect 
than keeping our herds up to a high standard? I believe that every dollar that 
such action costs us at this time is a dollar invested in agricultural Liberty 
Bonds—bonds that will pay us not only a financial return, but will also pay 
us well in a knowledge that our work has been of vast benefit to our great 
; country. 

The man who studies conditions closely will realize that the effects of 
the present disturbed conditions are making a great reduction in the world’s 
supply of dairy cattle.

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HERE is probably no professional man in this coun- 

try who has accomplished anything of more immedi- 

ate value to the dairy industry than has Prof. E. V. 
McCollum, of Johns Hopkins, who has brought to light 
the value of dairy products in causing growth in animals 
as well as human beings. His experiments with rats and 
with dairy animals are already well known. 

The metropolitan press is giving attention to these 
matters today, and the federal government is planning to 
distribute bulletins giving the results of the McCollum 
experiments which clearly show that the vitamines con- 
. tained in milk-fat are essential to growth. Dairy educators 
§ everywhere are taking up this important discovery and 
| teaching the public the necessity of the introduction of 


ie milk and milk products into the diet of every person, 
: especially the young. ; 
i The assembly of dairy associations recently in 


Chicago heard Dr. McCollum give a summary of his work 
and a booklet has been produced which gives his remarks 


in full. 
The following extracts are taken from this booklet 


and should form the basis for the preaching of many 
helpful sermons to those who have the planning of edu- 
cational campaigns which are to create greater interest 
in the consumption of milk and milk products: 


The thing nearest to me at the present time is the 
support of the dairy industry in this country, and I 
want to spend a few minutes in telling you why I 
feel as I do on this question. I am spending a good deal of 
time nowadays in going about the country and speaking 
to people on the necessity for the preservation of the 
dairy industry in this country. 


The thing that has brought me to this frame of mind 
is the result of 10 years of continuous activity in the in- 
vestigation of nutritive problems. You are all more or less 
familiar, probably, with the attitude of the animal hus- 
bandry men toward nutritive problems. If you go back 
10 years and examine some of the literature relating to 
nutrition, either human nutrition or animal production, 
this is about what we find: That the subject was just 
about where Professor Atwater of Middletown, Conn., 
left it. It had been believed since 1840, or there- 
abouts, the time of the famous chemist, Liebig, who was 
really the father of agricultural chemistry, that the essen- 
tial constituents of an adequate diet were proteins and 
such carbohydrates as starch and sugar and fat and cer- 
tain mineral salts. Liebig believed that if we had as 
much knowledge as accurate chemical analysis could give 
us regarding those constituents of foodstuffs, that we 
had the data necessary for the calculation of such propor- 
tions of wholesome, natural food as would, if fed to an 
animal, induce good nutrition. Atwater believed that 
was so as late as the nineties. He believed it to such an 
extent that he spent all of his energies in the perfecting 
of an apparatus into which he could put a man and 
determine, when he was at rest, how much energy he was 
metabolizing, how much heat he was giving off, how 
much carbon dioxide he was breathirg out; in other 
words, he was determining as accurately as he could, and 
he did it with a nicety that left little to be desired, how 
much energy a man or an animal—no, not animals, it 
was left to Dr. Armsby of Pennsylvania to do the same 
thing with animals—he determined how. much energy a 
man needs in various states of activity.

_was made from corn, and they suffered from this disease, 








of foodstuffs as I have just listed and from so many 
different sources that it should have entirely escaped 
observation that the protein content, the energy content 
and the digestibility was not the whole story in nutrition. 
Accident took care in a general way—accident or chance— 
of all the errors into which we might have fallen had our 
diet been of a more restricted character. 

There are certain diseases peculiar to faulty diet. 
One of those is known as beriberi. It has been common 
for centuries, nobody knows how many centuries, among 
the rice eating peoples of the Orient. The Filipino laborer 
in the city, who buys polished rice and eats it with fish; — 
the Japanese laborer; the poor Chinese; many people in 
India, have never attained the size we have attained iff 
this country; never have progressed in literature and 
science, any of the achievements in which we have pro-- 
gressed, as have the people in western Europe progressed. 
We have been free from that disease in this country. To 
my knowledge it has never occurred here. 

Now, another disease of dietary origin is scurvy. It 
used to be distressingly common on the long sailing — 
voyages of the past’ which occupied week or months, 
where the sailors were restricted to a diet of sea biscuit ~ 
and salt pork and they came down with scurvy. If they 
passed a ship which could supply them with fresh vege- ~ 
tables or orange juice, the scurvy would disappear in two | 
or three weeks and they would be on their feet again. It 
was recognized that the disease was caused by faulty 
diet. Beriberi has been associated with the faulty diet 
of the people I have talked about. 

There is still another type of faulty nutrition which 
we never suffered from in this country until recently. — 
For centuries in parts of Italy and parts of France, pellag- 
ra has been more or less of a scourge among the poorer 
elements of populations. Pellagra did not appear in the 
United States, or at least it was not recognized until 
1917, just 10 years later. Statistics show us that we have 
no less than 165,000 people afflicted with pellagra in the 
United States. They are nearly all grouped in a few states ~ 
down south. That has long been supposed by shrewd, 
critical observers to be the result of eating a diet of corn. ~~ 
Well, corn has nothing to do with it. That is well estab- 
lished now, but they didn’t know it then. These people 
were living largely on a dish known as polenta, which ~

stein-Friesian Association of America, brings some

Mr. Hartshorn has had the good fortune to have been able” 
to study association conditions from within as well as ~ 
without. 

He brings one particular thought that deserves careful 
consideration, which is that the leaders of Holstein 
thought must see to it that we keep the breed popular with 
the small breeder and with the dairyman. In speaking 
about the secretaryship, he states that we need a secre~ 
tary who is and has been in close touch with the dairy 
interests, although he deplores the condition which now 
prevents men big and broad enough to fill the office from 
seeking it. They will refuse to enter a contest for it but 
he believes they will accept it through a board of directors. 
He therefore urges the passage of the amendment proposed 
by Hon. O. U. Kellogg in the call for the annuai meeting 
which has just been issued by Secretary Houghton and 
which is designed to take the office of secretary out of 
politics. This amendment is one that has had considerable 
attention at the hands of members of the association.

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Settle this Controversy 


7-. may be possible that the members of this as- 
sociation of Holstein breeders have lost sight of 
the underlying truths in this present investiga- 
tion into our policies and methods, but somehow we 
doubt it. Reason is slowly but surely replacing pas- 
sion and jealousy.. The facts are coming into view, 
and the members are awakening to a realization of 
just what this association faces today, and must 
face tomorrow and in the days that stretch away 
into the future. 

Ex-President Hartshorn describes the situation 
correctly in a letter published in this week’s World, 
in which he says we must get the confidence and 
support of dairy farmers to a greater degree than 
ever before if we are to continue our present success 
as breeders and sellers of purebred dairy animals. 
President Aitken has voiced a desire to see the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America lead the dairy 
industry into a better position than it at present 
occupies. These statements are supported by a 
careful review of the situation in which the dairy 
industry and the Holstein breeding industry stand 
today, both with respect to each other and with re- 
spect to the entire agricultural outlook. 

We must look to our future, not selfishly from 
a breed standpoint, but broadly, grandly and whole- 
heartedly as the leading branch of the entire indus- 
try. Our directors are competent men, and we very 
wisely give them power to direct the policies of the 
association. They are responsible to us for the ex- 
ercise of that power. 

Why, then, should we withhold from them the 
means to control the instruments through which 
they exercise that power? Why should we hesitate 
to pass an amendment like that proposed by ex- 
President O. U. Kellogg of Cortland, which places 
the election of our principal salaried officers in the 
hands of the board? 

This amendment appears in the call for the 
meeting issued to members, and its exact applica- 
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No 19. the by-laws is explained there under Item

The association has been, in the main very f 
tunate in its selection of directors to shape the. ol 
cies under which it operates. We, of course - : 
cerely hope that none but fair and reasonable aa 
will ever be elected as directors of this associating 
We hope that none but broad-minded public. 
spirited, clear-visioned, far-seeing men will ever 
compose the board of directors. Such men will 
carefully weigh the facts before deciding any im- 
portant policy for the association. They realize the 
burden of responsibility that rests upon them, and 
although they are called upon to give their time 
and talents without recompense, they do it that the 
association and breed may prosper. 

Is Mr. Houghton willing to risk his position 
to the board? Or would he rather remain en- 
trenched behind a pernicious proxy system and de- 
pend upon campaigns such as these for his job? 
Wouldn’t it be better for us to have a system 
whereby the secretary could be sure of his position 
because of the fact that he had made an excellent 
official, rather than the present system wherein his 
retention becomes simply a matter of politics in 
which, after long years of practice, he doubtless be- 
comes very adept? What does Mr. Houghton say 
to the charges that he has used his position, the 
name of the association and its stationery to con- 
tinue himself in office? Why does he not meet all 
the charges that are brought against him? Is it 
because he cannot; or is it because he prefers to 
continue the soliciting of proxies through his chief 
ally, Mr. Arfmann, who, if his boasts are te be taken 
as true, will dominate the convention at Milwaukee 
and furnish one of the most terrible examples of 
“one man control” it has ever been our sad misfor- 
tune to have visited upon us as an association? 

Do the members of the association want this to 
come to pass? Or would they prefer to play fait 
with their directors and leave to them, since they 
are held responsible for his conduct, the right to 
decide Mr. Houghton’s case? 

It is interesting to note in this connection tha 
the board has twice, during the past year, turned 
Mr. Houghton down upon one of the chief cout 
in this indictment that is brought against him—lat 
of co-operation with the publicity and extension 
work. This happened both at Columbus, Ohio, 4 
at Syracuse, N. Y. Now, is he to be permitted to 
“set away” with this rank appeal to the member 
ship over the heads of the board; or will the mem 
bers, by placing his election in the hands of the 
board, stand back of the men they are holding 
responsible for the conduct of the policies of 
association and permit them to deal with Mr 
Houghton as the exigencies of the case demand? 

Six directors, who have been closely in touch — 
with this situation, remain upon the board. Two — 
of them, Mr. Matteson and Mr. Brockway, 
closely allied with Mr. Houghton in a business Wa) ~ 
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are openly for him. Practically everybody who 
opposes him favors the amendment even in the face 
of this fact: Three directors are to be elected. The 
World reiterates the hope that they may come to 
“the board honestly and sincerely determined to 
work in the interests of the association. We frankly 
state that we have seen no disposition on the part 
of any of the three retiring directors to do otherwise. 
On the other hand, two of them are especially ac- 
tive, even at the risk of being accused of every im- 
sincere motive imaginable, in bringing before the 
association members a large number of facts that 
the members should know. Because these men 
have taken stands against Mr. Houghton is not an 
argument against their re-election. If the members 
are sincere in a desire to see only the best interests 
of this association served, they will consider these 
or any other candidates for the office of director 
strictly by the same standards that have been ap- 
plied to members of this association that have held 
these offices in the past. 

Their stand, however, is a command to give the 
charges they bring a fair hearing. They are men 
of standing and accountability, and we are disposed 
to believe that the members, as a whole, wish to 
deal at least as fairly with them as with Mr. Hough- 
ton in this matter. 

The World earnestly hopes that, after consid- 
ering carefully this entire proposition, the members 
will decide to leave to the board of directors the 
decision as to a secretary by passing the Kellogg 


amendment, thus settling in a fair manner this pres- . 


ent controversy and at the same time insuring that 
it shall never be repeated. They can then proceed 
to make the decision as to who shall compose the 
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incoming group of directors with every assurance 
that a fair deal will be the portion of every party 
interested.

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A Modern Dairy Farm in Michigan 


The foundation for what is known 
as Long Beach Farm really dates

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A Purebred Holstein Calf Club — 


in Kansas 


A few issues back an account was 
given of a calf club which was or- 
ganized in Leavenworth’ county, 
Kansas. The calves were all pure- 
bred Holsteins and it was the first of 
its kind to be organized in the state. 
A. S. Neale furnished the entire lot 
of calves and the picture shown here 
gives a few samples of the kind which 
were distributed. The following re- 
marks pertaining to the formation of 
the club and concerning the worth of 
the same are taken from the Kansas 
Farmer: 


“Forty-eight registered Holstein 
heifer calves, ranging in age from 
two or three months to a year, were 
distributed on March 30th to boys and 
girls living in the community about 
Linwood, Leavenworth county. So 
far as we know this is the first pure- 
bred calf club to be organized in 
Kansas. These calves were excep- 
tionally well bred, practically all of 
them having dams and sires with high 
records. Many purebred herds will 
be started as a result of this disper- 
sion. In a year from now many of 
these fine young heifers will have 
more than doubled in selling value. 

“This section of Kansas is peculiar- 
ly adapted to the dairy business. 
Owing to its proximity to Kansas 
City, there is an ever-increasing de- 
mand for milk. Two electric inter- 
urban roads traverse the county. This 
facilitates getting the milk to market. 
The land is rolling and well adapted 
to producing good pasture grass for 
a portion of the year at least. Al- 
falfa is being generally introduced as 
a torage crop, and this with the silage 
which can be produced in abundance 
without fail supplies the ideal basis 
for a cheap and efficient milk ration. 

“There its another very important 
reason why dairying is a coming in- 
dustry, not only in this section but 
also in many other parts of Kansas. 
There is serious need for so chang- 
ing the general system of farming as 
to build up the producing power of 


the soil. No other type of farming 
is better adapted to do this than 
dairying. The steadily decreasing 


yields on many of the farms of east- 
ern Kansas are causing much con- 
cern. 

“In Leavenworth county the most 


progressive farmers and others in- 
directly interested in agricultural 
prosperity have consistently boosted 
for better dairy cattle and better dairy 
methods. When the Kansas Farmer 
Dairy Club was started the banks of 
Leavenworth county enrolled more 
members than the banks of any 
other county in the state. The 
Wulfekuhler bank alone had seven

There is no better way to do 
this than through the agency of a 
boys’ and girls’ calf club, organized 
and conducted with the purpose of 
teaching the young people the true 
value of well bred dairy stock. The 
promoters of this club are taking ad- 
vantage of the fire and enthusiasm of 
youth, and with the sort of guidance 
which will be given these boys and 
girls by the county agent and others 
directly responsible for the conduct 
of this club, we can expect these 
young people to develop into real 
dairymen. It is a well known fact 
that it takes more than good cows to 
bring about success in dairying. Along

ON SOLICITING PROXIES 


In Secretary Houghton’s letter of April 11th he says: 

“I cannot take the proxy of a member. I would not if I could.” 

In the World of May 11th on page 12 appears a letter sent us by John 
Arfmann, signed by W. W. Kuntz of Pennsylvania, in which the following 
statement is made: 

“I have sent my proxy to Mr. Houghton to be marked so that he would be sure to 
get my vote and it is now in the hands of our representative at Easton to be voted at 
the meeting.” 

Another letter which Mr. Arfmann sent for publication is signed by B. E. 
Weller, plant manager of the New York and New England Cement and Lime 
Company. It carries this statement: 

“I agree with you thoroughly in this matter and for your information will advise 
that several days ago I forwarded to Mr. Houghton my proxy which will insure my vote 
being cast for the right man.” 

Our correspondent sending a proxy to the Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Club of New York state admits in writing that he marked it for Mr. Houghton 
because of Mr. Houghton’s letter on which he asks every member to state 
whether he is for or against his election. 

How do these statements by these men agree with Mr. Houghton’s state- 
ment: 

The secretary of the association is soliciting proxies. Article 2, Section 
8 of the by-laws states: “No salaried officer or empl -ye2 shal: directly or in- 
directly solicit, receive or vote any proxy.” 

The purpose and spirit of the above by-laws is to prevent just the things 
that Mr. Houghton is doing. He is using his official position and the name and 
stationery of the association to continue himself in office, to gain control and 
dictate the policies of the association. He is imposing upon members of the 
associations with whom he claims personal relations, because of the fact that 
the business of the association has been transacted in his name and that letters 
written, congratulating the members upon joining the association, straightening 
out irregular transfers and registrations and various other items of routine 
business are carried on in his name, when in fact he knows little or nothing 
about them. 

He is thus entrenched behind a strong proxy system and it is difficult in- 
mee for those who dare to oppose his policies to get a fair, just, and equitable 

earing. 

How long are we to endure this system? It is vicious. Its workings as 
evidenced by the above statements condemn it utterly. The only remedy lies 
in taking the election of the secretary out of politics and placing it in the hands 
of the board which the membership holds responsible for the policies which 
the secretary carries out.

NOTICE TO VIRGINIA DAIRY. 
MEN AND CATTLE OWNERS. 
_Notwithstanding the fact that Vir- 
ginia has for years been trying to pro- 
tect her cattle against tuberculosis, 
by requiring all cattle for dairy or 
breeding purposes, six months old and 
over, coming into the state, to be ac- 
companied by tuberculin test charts, 
showing that said cattle have success- 
fully passed the tuberculin test be- 
fore entering Virginia, yet we con- 
tinue to have afflicted cattle sent into 
this state from other states. 
Therefore, to further protect our 
dairy and breeding cattle from tuber- 
culosis, the Virginia Livestock Sani- 
tary Board has determined to require 
that all cattle six months old and over 
imported into Virginia for dairy or 
breeding purposes shall be immediate- 
ly placed in quarantine upon reaching 
their destination, to remain so quaran- 
tined until tuberculin tested, not 
earlier than 60 days nor longer than 
90 days after their arrival in this 
state. This quarantine is automatic 
upon arrival of said cattle at their des- 
tination. The testing will be done by 
the state veterinarian or by a deputy 
designated by him. The services of 
veterinarian will be free to the cattle 
owner.

THE FOND DU LAC (WIS.) SALE 


While some of the consignors were 
of the opinion that their stock did 
not sell up to its actual value, the 
two-day sale held by the Holstein 
Breeders’ Sale Company at Fond du 
Lac, Wis., on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day, May 8th and 9th was, on the 
whole, a success and prepares the 
way for a still better sale on the 22d 
and 23d. 

Sale Manager Bird, in opening the 
sale, expressed his personal disap- 
pointment and that of his associates 
in not being able to stage the event 
in their new sales pavilion.

The attendance at the sale was 
large on both days and this in spite 
of the fact that it rained very hard 
on the second day.

The dairy belt of Wisconsin 
was well represented but there was 
only one buyer, or rather one set of 
buyers, from outside the state. These 
buyers represented the recently or- 
ganized “Pettis County Holstein- 
Friesian Company of Sedalia, Mo., 
and they were active bidders on the 
good stuff, succeeding in securing 25 
head, mostly heifers, soon to freshen. 

The company was represented by 
Prof. C. H. Eckles, head of the de- 
partment of dairy husbandry of the 
University of Missouri; by County 
Agent C. M. Long, and by Guy G. 
Goode, an officer of the corporation. 
The purchases made at the sale ring 
were supplemented by purchases 
made privately, the company secur- 
ing two carloads in all.

It has occurred very often. People 
will say to me, “Do you really like 
to live on a farm, and why?’

And though 
there is never time to give my reasons 
and people don’t really expect you to 
answer, I often sort them all over 
in my mind and then neatly “card- 
index” them there just for the pleas- 
ure it gives me. I imagine that most 
of you will agree with my reasons, 
for if a woman isn’t honestly enthus- 
jastic about her “job” as farm helper, 
that farm must lack just that much 
of being a success. 

I love the great, big feel of the 
country and the only piace, I am 
satisfied, where one would be really 
lonesome, is in a big city apartment 
house where you know none of your 
adjoining neighbors. I can’t imagine 
being lonesome on a farm where 
there are cattle, horses, pigs, hens, 
sheep, cats and dogs, even if that 
farm were situated in the middle of a 
desert. 

I am fond of animals, particularly 
cows, and every day of my life I go 
out and visit the herd in barn or pas- 
ture. And each bossy knows me, in- 
cluding the King, and I am sure 
watches for my coming, as I try to 
make my visit at the same hour each 
day. It is interesting and peculiar to 
note the attitude of new animals 
which are brought into the herd from 
time to time. Many of them appear 
positively panic-stricken when I step 
up to pat them.

I flatter myself that 
the credit is mine for changing all 
that, as most men lack the patience 
such a cow requires. She gradually 
gave in to my blandishments and now 
is a real pet. Her nervous fear has 
all vanished and this purebred is 
going to be a credit to our herd. She 

as at last given us her trust and 
it means dollars and cents to her 
owners. 

But I have digressed. The life of 
a farm woman who does the majority 
of her work, is hard—but to me the 
environment pays for it all. If one is 
in understanding touch with nature; 
if we have the gift of appreciating 
her wonderful secrets, then nothing 
more is necessary. I believe that one 
can be truest to oneself on the farm.

The dairy specialists of e 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture have proved this in a Practical 
experiment. 


For the purpose of this experiment, 
four cows were put in an ordi 
frame barn. An _ untrained worker 
was employed to milk and care for the 
animals. No extra attention was de- 
voted to cleaning the barn. At the 
end of six months the barn was no 
cleaner than many commercial barns, 

Without any changes in barn man- 
agement the specialists had two cows 
milked into small top pails and the 
two others were milked into ordinary 
open top pails. The milk from the 
open top pails averaged 497,653 bac- 
teria. The milk from the small top 
pails averaged 368,214. The use of the 
small top pail without any extra pre- 
caution made a difference in the aver- 
age count of 129,439 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. 


The pails and cans were sterilized 
with live steam, which can easily and 
cheaply be done with a simple steam 
sterilizer which can be made at home 
or can be purchased complete for 
about $10. Other conditions remained 
as before. The milk from the steril- 
ized small top pails averaged Re 
17,027 bacteria—a reduction of 351,18 
in favor of this simple. sterilization. 
With the open pails, sterilization re- 
duced the bacteria to 22,677—a de- 
crease of 474,976 compared with milk 
from unsterilized open pails. 

In the third step of the - experi- 
ment the manure was removed from 
the barn twice instead of only once 
a week. The udders and teats of 
the cows were washed before each 
milking. These reasonable measures 
of cleanliness reduced the count m 
milk drawn into the sterilized small 
top pail to 2,886 bacteria, and in the 
sterilized open top pail to 6,166 per 
cubic centimeter. Ordinary cleanli- 
ness, it can be seen, caused a reduc- 
tion of over 10,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. 

To make it easier to keep the cows 
clean, in the final stage of the ex- 
periment the manure was remo 
daily, clean bedding was supplied and 
the cows were cleaned with a cufry- 
comb and brush. With these final pre- 
cautions the bacterial count im me 
small top pail averaged the very low 
one of 2,154 per cubic centimeter, Of 
1,197,847 bacteria less than were found 
in a sample when the barn and cows 
were dirty and the utensils were not 
steamed. _ ee

Here is F. L. Houghton’s opinion of Fred F. Field in 1915: 


Among the later lights illuminating the paths of Holstein progress is our Mr. Fred 
F. Field of Brockton, Mass., breeder of the famous Dutchland Farm Holsteins, who 
was appointed on the literary committee in 1908 and who inaugurated the policy of 
advertising which has proved so great a factor in the prosperity of the Holstein business. 
Mr. Field is also an active member of the board of officers. 


This is taken from “A Brief History of the Breed” written by Mr. Hough- 


ton for Holstein-Friesian Aristocracy. 


Here is his present opinion of Mr. Field: 

_ F. F. Field is the leader (speaking of what he describes as a movement against 
his re-election). He has been a director several years and by his arrogance and 
ignorance and conceit has become very disagreeable on the board, especially to men like 


Matteson and Aitken, Smith and Brockway. 


This is taken from a letter published on page 16 of the April 27th issue of — 
the World and given out by Mr. Houghton to a number of breeders whom ".e  _ 


hoped to make his lieutenants in a fight to discredit charges brought by some 
of the members of the board of directors. What a pity Mr. Houghton could 
not have made this statement correctly, by the way. Aitken and Smith are 
not members of the board of directors, and Matteson and Brockway naturally 
would agree with Mr. Houghton in this controversy; and, furthermore, Mr. 
Aitken is not displeased with Mr. Field in any way, so far as we can learn. 


What’s the reason? 


Mr. Field dares to advance ideas designed to continue the program of pub- 
licity which Mr. Houghton himself once said was “a great factor in the pros- 
perity of the Holstein business.”

‘when Mr. Field’s advertising program was first adopted. His commissions in 
some years amounted very close to $3,000. Now the advertising is placed 
direct. Non-paying mediums have been discontinued. Mr. Ellis gets no com- 
mission. The association is saved these commissions, in addition to what is 
saved by careful scrutiny and pruning of the list of papers used. Live copy 
changed every insertion appears in each publication used. ; 

Mr. Houghton’s opposition in the face of better results from our advertis- 


ing and a better organized department and more publicity at less cost for our ve 


Holsteins, looks foolish. Why does he withhold co-operation from this work? 
The sentiments of the board of directors favored Mr. Field on two different oc- 
casions at Columbus, Ohio, and Syracuse, N. Y., when determined attacks upon ~ 


his policies, as carried out through Mr. Cleare, were made by Directors Matte- 


son and Brockway. The full board sustained Mr. Field’s position at Columbus 
and the executive committee sustained him at Syracuse where it was decided 
to engage Mr. Cort as western extension man, which action Mr. Brockway and 
Mr. Matteson both opposed, besides making a very determined attack upon Mr, 


Field’s methods. 


Still Mr. Houghton goes over the board’s head with an appeal to the mem= 
bership, designed to discredit the men who dared to oppose him in these and

There is_ still another disease 


which is believed by many to be a 
disease referable to faulty diet, no- 
body knew how, and that is rickets. 
You go into some of the poor dis- 
tricts in the cities, notably the Colum- 
bus Hill district in New York, where 
the children, practically 100 per cent, 
have crooked legs and crooked backs, 
and they are hunchbacks. They grow 
up into deformed adults or die in ir- 
fancy; and the infant mortality is ex- 
cessively high. You can duplicate it 
in other places. Take the city of 
Baltimore. We have the _ highest 
death rate in the city of Baltimore 
from tuberculosis, the highest death 
rate of any city in the United 
States. One-sixth of the ~popula- 
tion of the city of Baltimore is black. 
Among that one-sixth there is 40 
per cent of the total death rate 
from tuberculosis. The white people 
of Baltimore suffer the same death 
rate from tuberculosis as the white 
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people of Boston do. We have no 
excessive death rate from tuberculosis 
among the whites in Baltimore. 

These are all diseases referable to 
faulty diet, how, no one knew. No 
one new to what extent bacteri- 
ologicai infection might play a rul- 
ing part. Weshad escaped all those 
things up to recent times. The situ- 
ation is very different in the last dec- 
ade and we face a new era in the 
matter of public health. It behooves 
us to inquire into the matter of what 
is the principal factor involved in 
safeguarding the public health and 
improving it, if possible. 

The beginning of progress in nu- 
trition studies was in 1906. In that 
year Professor Hart went from Gen- 
eva out to the University of Wis- 
consin to take charge of the depart- 
ment of agricultural chemistry. He 
wanted to do some research and ex- 
periment work, and he consulted Dr. 
Babcock as to what would be a good 
proposition to take up. Dr. Bab- 
cock suggested that he test out this 
question as to whether diet made up

was done. Professor Hart followed 
his suggestion and that was done. 

The experiment had been going on 
for perhaps a year and a half when 
I first saw those animals and there 
was beginning to be some difference 
in their behavior by that time. Those 
that had the wheat plant as a sole 
source of nutriment did not look so 
well as the. others, but they all look- 
ed fairly well; there wasn’t anything 
very marked. A great many men 
would have given it up at that point, 
but they thought it was worth while 
to keep it going. When.I went to 
Wisconsin in 1907 I was shown these 
animals and saw that the wheat ani- 
mals. were not doing as well as the 
others. They asked me to partici- 
pate in that investigation and see 
whether or-not by some magic 
methods in physiological chemistry 
we could not find out what was the 
matter with the wheat ration that it 
did not make the animals thrive. I 
took hold of the job and did the best 
I could for a few months, but I gave 
it up as a bad job. It was a com- 
plex thing. Nothing appeared in 
sight that could be done to throw 
any light on.that question. At the 
end of the summer of 1908 those 
cows produced their first offspring 
and there we saw some very fe- 
markable differentiations in the well- 
being of these animals. Many of you 
are familiar with this. ]t was pub- 
lished in Bulletin 17 of the Wiscon- 
sin Experiment Station. The wheat- 
fed animals were looking pretty de- 
jected at that time. Their coats were 
rough and their hair stood the wrong 
way. They did noi look well at all, 
and the calves they produced weighed 
about 40 or 50 pounds, a little over 
half as much as they should weigh. 
A calf should weigh 75 to 80 pounds 
at birth, yet these wheat-fed animals 
produced calves that weighed only 
40 or 50 pounds. Every one of them 
was born a month before it should 
have been and every one of them 
was dead when born. The oat-fed 
animals looked pretty well, but they 
produced their calves a little too 
soon. Every one of them was about 
as big as it should be, weighing be- 
tween 70 and 80 pounds, and every 
one of them was either dead when 
born or died .within 24 hours after 
birth.

It took five or six years i 
was only about 1912 cas we bea 
get a clue as to what was the matter 
with these purified food mixtures 
You make a purified food of starches, 
sugars, fats, inorganic salts, and you 
have everything there that you should 
have — digestibility and everything 
else. They were appetizing —we 
made them appetizing. We put 
sugars in them to make them sweet, 
we made them sour, and they tasted 
all right, and yet an animal would 
not live any longer on such food 
mixtures than they would if you gave 
them no food at all. That was food 
for thought and sufficiently so that 
we kept up the experimental work 
there for five or six years without 
ever getting an animal to grow. We 
used for that purpose a small, con- 
venient laboratory animal which 
would eat so little that we could 
afford to do an elaborate piece of 
chemical work on every piece of sub- 
stance that we thought should go into 
the ration. For that reason we se- 
lected the tame, domestic rat as the 
subject to be worked on first. 

Now, it turned out this way: in ad- 
dition to these well recognized and 
long recognized constituents of the 
diet, starches and fats and proteins, 
you have got to have two other things, 
and those two other things are of the 
class that a man named Funk in 1910 
designated as vitamines. He had a 
little accurate data and he wrote away 
ahead of his experimental data, and 
he missed it in certain respects. His 
work was excellent as far as it went, 
but he missed it on certain things.

in an adequate diet, then we ought to 
be able to take a single, natural food- 
stuff, such as whole wheat or rolled 
oats, or corn, or rye, or barley, or 
peas, or beans, and find out, not by 
any chemical method, but by a sys- 
tematic study of feed trials, what is 
the trouble with such natural foods 
that they do not induce any growth. 
We have tried for years, Davis and 
I fed rats on whole wheat alone, the 
kernel alone; we fed them on the 
_corn kernel alone, and we never 
found any feed that would induce 
the slightest bit of growth in a young 
rat. Now, the question was, why? 
Obviously, if an adequate diet, con- 
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sisting of proteins and starches and 
sugars and fats, plus these two wun- 
knowns, and wheat or oats or corn, 
fails to make an animal grow, it was 
because there was something the 
matter with one or more of those 
food factors. And so we said, “We 
will take wheat as a starter and feed 
wheat with a good protein.” In 
another case we tabulated the inor- 
ganic content of milk, 100 grams of 
milk in one column, and the inor- 
ganic content of wheat in another, 
and we saw there was a lot more 
mineral energy, except in magnesium, 
in 100 grams ot milk than in 100 
grams of wheat. So we made up a 
salt mixture which, when added in

So we made a second series of ex- 
periments and in those the interest. 
ing result was observed that where 
we made two purified food additions 
to wheat, and one of those was a 
salt mixture, the animals would gtow; 
and where you did not put salt in, 
then they did not grow. It didn’: 
make any difference, provided we put 
the suitable salt mixture in, whether 
the second addition was butterfat or 
whether it was protein. The ani- 
mals grew on two of those combina- 
tions, the wheat in two purified addi- 
tions. The next step, then, was to 
feed wheat with three purified addi- 
tions. I might say that we observed 
these animals on two purified addi- 
tions until they died, and what we 
found was that they appeared to be 
a little over half grown and then 
they never grew any more. They 
were acting more or less like a lot of 
pigs on farms where they are poorly 
fed. They stopped growing before 
they should have stopped. Those 
animals never produced any young. 
Instead of living three years, they 
were all dead in eight or ten months, 
where thev should have lived three 
years if they had been well fed. 
Now, we made a third experiment 
with wheat in which we fed wheat 
plus a good protein, plus a suitable 
salt addition; and there we had a 
complete ration from infancy to old 
age, right up at the normal rate, and 
they produced the normal number of 
young, beginning at the youngest age 
at which the female rat is fertile, 
namely, about 120 days, and they al- 


most never failed to successfully 
wean the young. 
In other words, there are three 


things wrong with the wheat kernel. 
One of them is, its inorganic content 
is unsatisfactory. The second is, it 
lacks enough of that unknown sub- 
stance furnished by butterfat. The 
third is, its protein is of poor quality. 


—_——- 


It is further impossible to make 
mixtures, you can’t, in our experience, 
make mixtures of seeds with tubers. 
potatoes or sweet potatoes, with 
roots, such as beets and potatoes and 
radishes, with lean meat, such as 
round steak and meats of that sort. 
Put those all together and if you 
limit an animal to that food mixture, 
you will never make an animal out 0 
him. 

Now, what are we going to do 
about it, and what does this tell us 
with regard to nutrition? There are 
just two protective foods; there are 
just two classes of foods which 
have recently designated as “protec 
tive foods.” They are protective 
foods because they make goo the 
dietary deficiencies of this list 
things I have just mentioned, such as 
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roots and lean meat. Those 
tective foods are: first of all, milk 
Whaat is the best one there is. The 
second best is the leaf of the plant. 
There are two classes of human be- 
saee in the world. You classify them 
n the basis of diet: One of them 
is trying, and has been from time im- 
memorial, to make a diet which is 
satisfactory out of leaves, seeds. 
fruits, tubers, roots and meats. The 
Chinese, Japanese, Filipinos and many 
of the tropical and stb-tropical peo- 
ples—have been trying to do that 
thing from time immemorial. The 
Japanese and Chinese eat four or 
five times as much of the leafy por- 
tion of the plants as we do over here. 
We have practically gotten out of the 
habit of eating leaves in any appre- 
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ciable amount. They are not very 
good. We do not like them in any 
appreciable quantity. They are too 
bulky for us to consume and there is 
good reason why we should not at- 
tempt to plan our diet so as to make 
such a liberal use of the leaves of 
plants as will make the leaf our pro- 
tective food. 

Consider what those people are who 
have tried to make their diet, through 
centuries on leaves and seeds and 
fruits and tubers and roots and meats. 
Not a single nation that has restricted 
itself to such a diet has ever come 
to the front in a matter of human 
achievement in any field of activity. 
They all stand—the Japanese are the 
best, but what are they? A distinc- 
tively undersized people, a_ short- 





lived people—a Japanese man of 60 
years is as old as a well preserved 
man of 90 in this country. Their in- 
fant mortality is distressingly high 
as compared with what you find it in 
the worst districts in the whole 
United States. They are a people who 
have failed to achieve anything like 
what they could have achieved if they 
had a better diet. You can go all over 
that portion of the world where such 
dietary habits prevail and you will 
find peoples who are the subjects or 
vassals; they are the peoples who mul- 
tiply in considerable numbers but 
whose life is short, who are ineffi- 
cient, of low mentality, warped by pe- 
culiar religious prejudices which 
ruined them, even if they had the

“The fact is that the in 

the smaller breeders and thee a 

: : : 0 
are just starting in the business is 
weakening, and many who were 
planning to start in the breeding of 
purebreds have abandoned the idea. 
This condition is not due to the lack 
of demand for dairy cattle, for grades 
never have brought such high prices 
as during the past six months, but 
this lagging interest is due to several 
conditions that exist which ought to 
be remedied, and many of these evils 
could be overcome, or partially so, by 
our association, if they saw fit to lend 
a helping hand. For some time back 
we have been congratulating our- 
selves over past achievements, rather 
than trying to ward off future dan- 
gers. 

“I wish to state very emphatically 
that if our breeding of purebred Hol- 
steins is to continue to prosper, we 
must see to it that they are popular 
among the dairymen of the country. 
The interest of a few wealthy men in 
the breed will not insure success. This 
was thoroughly demonstrated by the 
Jersey breeders years ago. 

“Our association should lend such 
encouragement to the dairy end of 
our business, so that the laurels in 
the cow testing associations will not 
be carried off by grade herds or other 
breeds. 

“Another thing which looks as 
though our .association is lax in per- 
forming its duty, is regarding the 
plan which is being adopted by our 
government, concerning the tubercu- 
lin test. I have received letters ask- 
ing me why our association was not 
represented in recommending or de- 
nouncing this plan? Now, I am not 
going to say whether or not our asso- 
ciation ought to favor this plan but I 
do say that their voice ought to be 
heard very decidedly one way or the 
other on such an important question. 

“At a meeting recently held im 
Utica, for the purpose of deciding 
whether or not our state should adopt 
this system, not a single member 0 
our board was present and only a few 
of.our breeders. Now there are s¢v- 
eral other things that I might men- 
tion that are threatening us, but 
refrain taking the time and space at 
present, but I am sure that I “— 
said enough so that those who po 
this, if they will stop and think, wi 
see that we are facing some 
problems to solve. 

“Now in our coming annual meet= 
ing, amendment to our by-laws is te 
be offered, whereby the secretary § 
office is to be filled by our pe 
officers. This, as you will see, will free 
our. secretary of the job of spending @ 
large portion of his time in trying,

manage the: politics of the association 
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allow him to give his undivided 
attention to the affairs of our asso- 
ciation and breed. I will say, right 
here, that the association was organ- 
ized for the purpose of keeping pure, 
advancing, developing and populariz- 
‘ng our breed of cattle and unless it 
does these things, it might as well 
Pe soscing this resolution, we will 
also make our board of officers feel 
more their responsibility and the re- 
sult is plain to be seen, that more effi- 
cient service, on the part of secretary 
and board, will be rendered. 

“We need as our secretary, as well 
as members of our board, a man who 
jg and has been in close touch with 
the vital dairy interests of our country. 
A man big and broad enough to fill 
this office will not accept it, if he has 
to get it by the present method, but 
I personally know of men who are 
fully competent and may be secured 
if this resolution can be adopted. 

“T wish it clearly understood that I 
am on the most friendly terms with 
the present secretary and officers and 
what I am writing is what I believe 
to be for the best interests of our 
breed.
